Zurich, Switzerland (U.P.) — Though 
o u tw ardly Switzerland gives the im pres­ 
sion of being a well-to-do land of plenty 
in the midst of neighbors forced to priva­ 
tion by th e war, it is woefully lacking in 
raw- materials. 
In fact, economic experts consider th e 
situation “ really alarm in g " with r e g a r d 
to supplies of several 
im p o rta n t neces* 
ies. 
The nation is almost wholly dependant 
upon im ports for raw 
materials. W ool, 
cot 
-n, coal, oil and metals are not pro­ 
d u c t in Switzerland at all. The supply of 
fats arui hides m ust be built up from iro­ 
n s , too, to a large extent.. These com ­

Bv A Man With Main Friends 


Christm as cards are almost as 
much a part of Christm as as San­ 
ta Claus himself, yet 
they 
have 
been in use less than a century. 
According to most records, the 
tirst Christmas card was designed 
In 184 6 by Mr. J. C. Horsley, a 
prominent member of the Royal 
academy of London. It was pro­ 
duced at the request of Sir Henry 
Cole, a man with many friends. 
S ir Cole wondered how he could 
express 
his 
personal 
Christmas 
greeting to 
a 
thousand friends 
spread throughout England. A fter 
dismissing the thought of visiting 
each personally, or giving pres­ 
ents. he decided 
to 
send 
them 
each a card by mail. 
One 
thousand 
hand 
colored 
cards were prepared with a pic­ 
ture showing a jo lly fam ily seated 
at a huge 
dinner 
table. 
Each 


member of the family was looking 
into a brimming glass which he 
held In his hand. 
W hen these cards were distrib­ 
uted, they raised a furor among 
temperance 
proponents 
through­ 
out the country. The disturbance 
focused nation-wide attention on 
the new greeting card. 
It was not until several years 
later, however, that the first lith- 
J ographed Christmas card made its 
I appearance. 
Originality 
was ul- 
' most lacking. 
The greeting was 
: invariably “ A Merry Christmas 
I or 
‘A Jo lly Christmas.” Designs 
seldom had anything to do with 
, the season, but contained pictures 
of birds, flowers, animals or chil- 
i dren. 
America soon adopted the B r u ­ 
tish custom,
